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Teacher’s death in classroom leads 
to BHS closing, cancelling exams

Michael Caulk, 64, a social studies teacher 
at Belleville High School, was found dead 
in his classroom late Wednesday night, 
June 12, and so BHS was closed for the 
day on Thursday. 

Belleville Police Chief Gene Taylor said 
a family member called Belleville Police at 
10:50 p.m. Tuesday and officers found the 
teacher in his classroom about 11 p.m. 

Mr. Caulk lived in Saline and did not 
come home after school on Wednesday. He 
died from a heart attack, according to an 
autopsy. 

Van Buren Public Schools Superintendent 
Michael Van Tassel released a statement 
on Thursday afternoon: “Van Buren Public 
Schools Community lost a member of 
our educational family yesterday. He was 
a committed and dedicated teacher at 
Belleville High School. Our thoughts and 
prayers are with his family and friends, his 
current and former students, and the faculty 


who worked with him for so many years.” 

Students held a candlelight vigil for the 
popular teacher on Thursday evening. 

When school was closed on Thursday, 
the scheduled exams for hours 1, 2, and 3 
could not be taken. On Friday, the last day 
of school, exams for hours 4, 5, and 6 took 
place as scheduled. 

On Friday, BHS Principal Abdul Madyun 
announced that it was decided that Ist, 2nd, 
and 3rd hour teachers will grade students 
out based on their 3rd and 4th marking 
period grades. The exams scheduled for 
Thursday were cancelled. 

Students who wanted to take those 
exams, had to notify their 4*-hour teacher 
Friday morning. The students were invited 
to come back Friday afternoon or Monday 
morning to take their exams in the mini- 
auditorium. More than 100 signed up for 
the exams. 

BHS dismissed for the summer at 10:47 
a.m. Friday.

LaMothe, who in 2009 signed the official 
paperwork for the unsuccessful 2010 recall 
election of former Supervisor Paul White 
and others on the board, ran unsuccessfully 
to unseat Township Clerk Leon Wright in 
2012, following an eight-month campaign. 
She was appointed executive assistant to 
new Supervisor Combs in January and now 
as deputy supervisor in June.

City Council to meet Monday to 
pass new ordinances, ClearZoning

A special meeting of the Belleville City 
Council has been set for 6 p.m., Monday, 
June 24, to consider and pass updated 
zoning ordinances and the ClearZoning 
digital version of the ordinances. 

The planning commission has been 
working on the package for many months 
with planning consultant Jill Bahm and 
at its meeting last week finally voted 
unanimously to recommend it to the city 
council for adoption. 


At Monday’s regular meeting of the city 
council, the zoning ordinance package was 
given to council members for study before 
next Monday’s special meeting. 

The controversial part of the current 
zoning ordinance for downtown businesses 
that required retail on the ground-floor of 
all buildings is being changed to allow 
office space in 50% of ground-floor area in 
each downtown block. B-3 zoning is being 
changed to B-2 in the downtown area. 

The ClearZoning arrangement of the

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School Board holds public hearing on ‘13-14 proposed budget

One person and one reporter showed 
up for Monday’s public hearing on the 
proposed 2013-14 budget for the Van 
Buren Public Schools, that is expected to 
be adopted at the June 24 regular meeting 
of the Board of Education. 

One of the assumptions for the proposed 
$46,806,254 budget is an enrollment loss 
of 120 students, with a blended student 
count estimated to be 5,105 for the 2013- 
14 school year. 

With state aid expected of $7,372 per 
student that would bring $37,634,060 to 
the district. 

A graph showed this blended rate to be 
the lowest since the 6,062 enrollment of 
the 2004-05 school year. The highest count

ordinances will be put on line for everyone 
to access at any time. This is expected 
to improve development in the city and 
answer questions for residents without 
having to contact city hall. 

On Tuesday morning, City Manager 
Diana Kollmeyer said the council wants 
to pass the new ordinances as soon as 
possible because activity is picking up in 
the building department, including the 
proposed Davenport strip mall. 

She said they would like to have it passed 
before the next planning commission 
meeting and because of the size of the 
document, the council may take a lot of 
time discussing it. 

The zoning ordinances/ClearZoning is 
the only item on next Monday’s agenda. 

In other business at the June 17, 44- 
minute city council meeting, the council: 

e Approved waiving cost of fees or licenses 
usually required by the city for the Garden 
Walk vendors on Sunday, July 21, from 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m., on the library grounds. This 
is part of the 8*-annual Garden Walk, a 
benefit that raises money for the library; 

e Approved on a 4-1 vote the final budget 
amendments for fiscal year 2012-13, which 
ends June 30. Trustee Brian Blackburn cast 
the only nay vote. The budget was last 
amended two weeks ago. There was much 
discussion about last-minute changes by 
Molly Goike, the city’s financial consultant 
from Plante Moran, who was not at the 
meeting. The general fund budget requires 
$11,050 from the fund balance, instead of 
the $8,886 budgeted. Last-minute necessary 
expenditures for the fire department, 
including almost $8,000 for the quarterly 
payment of salaries, was discussed. Police 
department overtime salaries of $6,500 
were added, along with $6,000 for legal 


was 6,358 in the 2006-07 school year. The 
count for 2012-13 was 5,225. 

During the 40-minute public hearing, 
Financial Officer Karen Moffitt led the 
school board members through details of 
the proposed budget that is expected to be 
approved Monday. 

“We have lost 1,133 students in the past 
six years, which equates to $8.4 million per 
year,” she said. 

Salaries will take up 51% of the upcoming 
general fund budget, with 30% more for 
fringe benefits. The rest of the budget is 
9% purchased services, 8% supplies, 1% 
capital outlay, and 1% other. 

Other assumptions for the proposed budget 
include teachers’ half-step increase per the 
union contract and 10 teacher retirements / 
resignations that will not be filled. 


services for prosecutions. Mayor Kerreen 
Conley said some line items could go into 
deficit and City Manager Kollmeyer said 
this situation is always the case during the 
last two weeks of the fiscal year; and 

e Heard Mayor Conley report on items 
discussed at last Friday’s Council of 
Western Wayne meeting, including an 
announcement that DTE will start changing 
all of its meters to smart meters this fall. If 
people don’t want them they can pay $9.80 
a month to have meter readers come out. 


Mary Talaga, who has been a school crossing 
guard for 51 years, was delighted to find her 
corner decorated in her honor on Friday, the 
last day of school. The decorations were on 
the street sign at the corner of East Huron 
River Drive (renamed Miss Mary Drive) and 
Edgemont, in the city of Belleville, which has 
been her corner for more than half a century. 
Talaga shed tears, saying she thought everyone 
would forget her after her popular husband 
died. Talaga said when Mayor Kerreen 
Conley and her two sons stopped by to visit 
with her, she asked if they had decorated the 
corner and the mayor reportedly said they had 
a good time doing it. 


Revenues of a total of $465,755 were 
added, which includes state aid increase 
of $54 per student (plus $275,670) and 
reduction in MPSERS Offset by $38 per 
student (minus $193,990). 

A total of $13,000 in sale of property was 
due to the public sale of school items at 
Haggerty School in March. 

The fund balance as of June 24 was 
$1,005 ,694 and is expected to be $1,133,035 
on June 30, 2014. 

Additional expenditures include retirement 

rates, teacher-half step increase, salary lane 
increases, health insurance cost increase of 
5%, Haggerty School opening, purchase 
of buses, $10,000 more for police liaison 
officer, hiring of more security personnel 
($46,896), technology equipment and 
services. 


One of the unusual items was a $23,000 
natural gas bill from DTE for Owen 
school. 

Moffitt said DTE has informed the 
district that it has under-billed since 2005, 
explaining that it changed from a five-digit 
meter to a six-digit meter, which caused 
the problem. Moffitt scratched her head. 

DTE will charge $23,000 just for this 
year, Moffitt said, to settle the situation. 

Moffitt said the debt retirement fund is 
spending more than it is collecting, taking 
the extra funds needed out of the fund 
balance, which will be down to $198,521 
by June 30, 2014. 

This will be a problem if the district’s 
taxable value doesn’t go up. She said the 
economy is starting to turn around.

Judge, Legislature 
put to rest Zoo/DIA 
millage quandry 


This week, while Gov. Snyder was out 
of the country, Lt. Gov. Calley signed four 
bills into law making sure the Detroit Zoo 
and the Detroit Institute of Arts (DIA) get 
100% of the millage the voters gave to 
them. 

Last week, a Circuit Court Judge ruled that 
the communities and groups -- including 
Van Buren Township DDA, Belleville 
DDA, and City of Belleville — that captured 
the Zoo/DIA millages, as the law directed 
them to do, got to keep the money. They 
didn’t do anything wrong, but followed the 
law. 

With the new state laws in place, the 
communities no longer can capture the 
Zoo/DIA millages. 

At Monday’s Belleville City Council 
meeting, DDA member Tom Fielder 
said he’s glad Belleville and other 
communities “stuck to their guns.” He 
said the communities that didn’t capture 
the millages when they could lost out on 
money for their communities. 

The Wayne County Treasurer said in a 
couple of letters early this year that the 
communities who captures the millages 
would have to give the money back or he 
would deduct the amounts from the county 
funds they had coming. He made other 
threats. Well, everyone can relax. The 
communities don’t have to pay it back. 

Now there are new, clearly defined laws 
and the crisis is over.

Unsolicited thoughts 
on Strawberry Festival 


To the Editor: 

Change can be a difficult thing but 
after an incident at this year’s Strawberry 
Festival, I have to think about why this 
yearly gathering should continue in the city 
of Belleville. 

I think that we need to ask our officials 
how beneficial is this festival to our 
community monetarily? Are all of the hard 
work and effort and grief that the local 
police, fire fighters, and EMS workers have 
to endure worth the sacrifices that they 
have to make? 

Let me reiterate a story from my son that 
happened on Saturday evening during this 
year’s festival. My son (whose name I will 
not mention), age 20, and two of his friends, 
also 20 years old and current college 
students, were leaving the festival around 
11 p.m., minding their own business, when 
they were verbally assaulted by another 
group of men. 

My son and his friends ignored the men 
and continued to walk, however, they 
witnessed these same men physically 
attack an adult male who was walking with 
an adult female — the group men began to 
punch the man. 

My son and his friends looked around 
for police and while their guard was down, 
the other men stopped punching the adult 
male and began to follow my son and his 
friends. 

This escalated to this group throwing 
punches at my son and his friends and an 
all-out fight occurred. The police arrived 
and had to deal with this total lack of 
respect and blatant assault and battery. 

My son and his friends were questioned 
and asked to sign witness statements. 
Later, they were notified that the attackers 
were from Illinois and were looking for a

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MICHAEL LINDSAY CAULK 

(March 14, 1949 — June 12,2013) 

Michael Lindsay Caulk, age 64, of Saline passed 
away suddenly on Wednesday, June 12, 2013. 
He was born March 14, 1949 in Louisville, KY 
the son of Lindsay and Lillian (Yocum) Caulk. 
On August 12, 1977, in Paducah, KY, he married 
Missy Caulk and she survives. 

Members of the Caulk family of Ann Arbor are 
mourning a third loss just more than a year 

and a half after the heartbreak of the unexpected 
deaths of two of their family members. 
Michael died suddenly Wednesday night of a 
heart attack at Belleville High School, where 
he worked as a history teacher. The school was 
closed Thursday and counselors were available 
to students when classes resumed Friday. 

The husband of local Realtor Missy Caulk and 
the father to a family of four adult children, 
Michael’s death hasn’t shaken the family’s 
faith - even after they were heartbroken after 
the losses of two of their loved ones in 2011. 
Michael and Missy’s son Jamie Caulk died in 
October 2011 at the age of 27 following a car 
crash near Nashville. About a month later, 11- 
week-old Lillian Caulk died unexpectedly at 
home. Lillian was the daughter of Michael and 
Missy’s youngest daughter, Allyssa Caulk. 
“What happened last night - it was so surreal,” 
said Christa Caulk, 33, the couple’s oldest child. 
“We were saying, this cannot be happening 
again.” Christa, her mother Missy and her 
brother Matthew were at the family’s 

lake house in Irish Hills Wednesday night when 
they heard the news from Allyssa. 

The phone call was crippling - though Michael 
had experienced heart problems since he 
was 42 years old. But no one was expecting 
this. Wednesday night in the midst of the 
thunderstorms that pummeled the Ann Arbor 
area, Missy drove her adult children back home 
as they were sobbing in the backseat of the car. 
“Here’s my mother, who buried her son and 
found her granddaughter in her crib who later 
died,” Christa said. “Her husband of 

32 years is dead ... and her hands are right there, 
at 10 and 2 on the steering wheel.” 

Missy’s strength -- which shone in that moment 


J 


-- was what Michael loved the most about her, 
Christa said. “(Missy) said ‘In the name of Jesus, 
death will not defeat this family,’” Christa said. 
“We will not be rattled in our faith.’” 

Born in Louisville, KY, Michael graduated high 
school in 1968 after playing as the quarterback 
on the football team all four years. His 
quarterback career continued when he joined 
the Marines in 1969, and later with the Navy 
for a year when he served at the U.S. Naval 
Base Subic Bay in the Philippines. After the 
military, Michael earned a degree from Western 
Kentucky University and met his wife, Missy, at 
a religious event. “He was so in love with her,” 
Christa said. 

“He called her ‘Muffy.’” They married in 1977 
and settled in Auburn, AL, where Christa was 
born. Shortly thereafter, when Christa was 2 
years old, Michael felt called to open a church 
in Ann Arbor. The family moved north in 1981 
and never returned to their Southern roots. 
Michael and Missy went on to have four more 
children after Christa: Matthew, 31; Jamie, who 
would be 29; Andrew, 27; and Allyssa, 23. In 
Ann Arbor, Michael founded the Cornerstone 
Christian Church. 

“He moved here from Auburn with nothing - 
and grew a church to 300 people,” Christa said. 
Spending his weekday hours on the Diag on the 
University of Michigan’s campus preaching to 
the students from a park bench, he was known 
by most as “Pastor Mike.” Michael’s charismatic 
style of talking drew even the biggest of 
skeptics to listen to him speak, Christa said. His 
religious presence on the Diag from 1981 to 
1993 garnered him a mention on the University 
of Michigan Monopoly board. 

Michael stepped down as pastor in 1996 
after growing his church into a 300-member 
organization to turn to another passion: 
Teaching history. With a master’s degree in 
teaching and history from Eastern Michigan 
University, Michael has taught multiple grades 
and subjects at Belleville High School. Michael 
took the teaching job because he wanted to 


coach football and he thought it would be less 
stressful, Christa said with a laugh. For five 
years, Michael coached the Junior Wolverines 
team in Ann Arbor and acted like he was Bill 
Belichick with the New 

England Patriots, Christa said. He coached the 
Junior Wolverines in Ann Arbor for five years. 
“Mom made him stop,” she said. “That was 
my dad. Whatever he did, he gave 100,000 
percent.” 

About two weeks after losing his son and 
granddaughter in 2011, Michael went back to 
work. Relentless, he never took a day off. “It 
absolutely broke his heart when he lost Jamie,” 
Christa said. “He worked, almost to our anger. 
... He was so faithful in his work ethic.” Christa 
said her father always had an aura of Godliness 
about him. When he angered, it was only ever 
about University of Michigan football, she said. 
“Tn all my 33 years of life, P’ ve never met a man 
or seen a man that was like my father,” Christa 
said. “He really was unbelievable in who he 
was. ... He loved life and he loved all of us.” 
Michael’s sense of humor lives on in all of his 
children, Christa said. “I asked him the other 
day if he was alive during the Civil War and he 
couldn’t stop laughing,” she said. 

Survivors in addition to his wife and children 
are a granddaughter Presley Caulk; his brother 
Mark (Debbie) Caulk; his sister Linda Caulk; 
and several nieces and nephews. He was 
preceded in death by his parents, his son James, 
his granddaughter Lillian, and his sister Judith. 
Funeral Services took place at 1 p.m. Saturday, 
June 15, at the First United Methodist Church 
1200 North Ann Arbor Street in Saline with 
Rev. Dr. James E. Tuttle and Pastor Mark Caulk, 
officiating. Burial took place in Oakwood 
Cemetery in Saline, with graveside military 
honors under the auspices of the Honor Guard 
of Washtenaw County.

State law gives a deputy supervisor all the 
powers of supervisor, except she cannot cast 
a vote on the board. 

LaMothe, 38, is married to Shawn and they 
have three children. They live on Mom’s 
Drive. 

She holds a bachelor of science degree 
in Organizational Communications and a 
master of arts in Communications from 
Eastern Michigan University. She was 
employed as a Communications Specialist 
for the Livonia Public Schools. Before that 
she was Communications Coordinator for 
the Van Buren Public Schools. She also has 
been an AFSCME Account Clerk for Van 
Buren Charter Township. 

Originally, Supervisor Combs had appointed 
LaMothe as Executive Assistant and Human 
Resource Manager, but at a work-study 
session it was determined LaMothe did not 
have the necessary education for the Human 
Resource title, so that part was dropped from 
the position title. LaMothe said some of the 
classes she took for her present degrees were 
part of the Human Resource certification she 
would be seeking as part of her employment 
agreement.
